COPYRIGHT AND THE CBC 


This information page clarifies the issue of copyright as it applies to the 
programming of the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation (CBC). The 
following are some typical questions clients ask us. 


1. Can I tape CBC programs off the air? 


Taping CBC programs off the air for personal viewing in one’s home is not 
an infringement of the Canadian copyright law. However, CBC programs 
may not be taped off the air for use in schools or other public places. 


2. Can I use CBC programs in my classroom or in other public 
places such as a library or a community centre? 


Programs to be used in these “public performance” situations must be 
cleared for non-broadcast use, which means that CBC must initiate a 
process of rights clearance, costs of which are reflected in the price of a 
program. 


3. What type of rights does CBC have to its programming? 


CBC has /imited broadcast rights to its programming. Under the collective 
agreements with the artists’ associations (principally the Alliance of 
Canadian Cinema, Television and Radio Artists (ACTRA), which includes 
writers and the American Federation of Musicians), CBC may broadcast a 
program a specified number of times in Canada as agreed upon in the 
production contract that is negotiated at the time of production. Any 
further broadcast or sale of the program as home video or institutional 
(educational) video requires additional rights clearance and payments. 


4. What is involved in clearing rights for the use of CBC programs 
in the institutional/educational market? 


Additional payments for non-broadcast use must be made to writers, 
performers and musicians according to the collective agreements of their 
associations. 


Further payments may also be required for other elements that may be 
contained in a program. These may include the program’s theme music, 
commissioned music or commercial recordings, stock footage or still 
photographs purchased from other sources for broadcast, copyrighted 
literary material used in the program and considerations owing to a 
producer or a co-producer. 


For non-broadcast use, it may also be necessary to obtain permission from 
individuals or organizations to use footage of them that is contained in the 
program. 


5. Does this apply to news and current affairs programs? 


Under the current Canadian copyright legislation, no exceptions are made 
for news and current affairs programs. Moreover, these programs may also 
contain elements from other sources that were purchased for CBC’s 
broadcast purposes only.

How- 
ever, they face harassment from huge 
corporations that want to take over 
their land. In Brazil, however, grow- 
ing political awareness has made the 
poor impatient for change.

The province of Kerala, India, which 
conquered hunger through self-deter- 
mination and an exemplary applica- 
tion of the democratic process, is 
contrasted with Bangladesh, where 
political patronage and unequal dis- 
tribution of aid have kept the country 
in a state of near-famine since it 
broke away from Pakistan in 1971. 

Despite a dense population and 
low per capita production of food 
products, social changes have led to a 
far more equitable food distribution 
system in Kerala than in Bangladesh, 
which had once been self sufficient. 
The program cites political corrup- 
tion in Bangladesh as a major factor 
in preventing aid getting to the peo- 
ple who need it most, and blames 
British colonial jute farming for leav- 
ing the land vulnerable to famine. 
Years of stalling while Bangladesh 
officials mull over how to build an 
infrastructure to channel aid have 
kept the poor of the country illiterate, 
insecure, and ill. 

In Kerala, on the other hand, 
families are small, all children go to 
school, and health care is free. Unlike 
countries where offsetting national 
debt leads to multinational control of 
agriculture, the priority in Kerala has 
been to become self sufficient, so 
when food aid is needed, it is grown 
locally and distributed by the poor to 
the poor.
